DETENTE ON THE PENINSULA, THE SECRETARY SAID THAT "WE WILL 
DO NOTHING WITHOUT FULL AND COMPLETE CONSULTATIONS WITH 
SOUTH KOREA." ASKED ABOUT HUMAN RIGHTS IN THE ROK, AND IF 
WE WOULD BRING THIS UP WITH THE KOREANS, THE SECRETARY SAID
